In 1934 Cordell Hull could see 
that the world had arrived at a 
place in history, largely because 
of advanced communication and 
transportation, where a new chap- 
ter in international relations had 
to be written.

Thrones 
had fallen and more were totter- 
ing. New popular governments 
were starving. The voices of Hit 
ler and Mussolini were beginning 
to be heard.

Fach agree- 
ment was subject to termination 
at the end of the three years— 
unless extended by the Congress 
It has been faithfully, although 
not always easily, renewed. Pow- 
erful protecticnist forces greedily 
have sought to defeat it. | 
Without question, it has been of 
enormous benefit to the United | 
States. 
In the first 12 years there were 
agreements with 29 countries 
American farmers and business- 
men saw their exports rise from 
$2,200,000 in 1935 to $14,200,000 in 
1947, Of this business about 85 
per cent was done with those 
countries with which we had 
agreements. 
Included in this were 
amounts of farm products.

Great Concessions 

Great concessions were made! 
by the foreigr. countries and we | 
exported refrigerators, iron and 
steel products, agricultural ma- 
chinery, automobiles, and so on. 

In 1948 the Republican-con- 
trolled Congress, under heavy 
pressure from special interests, 
extended the agreement for but | 
one yee: and amended it with a- 
‘peril point’’ provision. This gave | 
the tariff commission power to| 
limit the President. In 1949 the 
Democrats repealed the amend- 
ment and extended the act. But in | 
1951 the Republicans, bowing to | 
the privilege and pork-barrel in- 
terests, restored it and added an | 
escape clause. 

President Eisenhower has had a 
terrific struggle to save the Hull 
Act. But he knows, and any see- | 
ing person knows a new chap- | 
ter is needed. It will not come 
out of this Congress, but if 
it does not come in due time 
this nation will suffer tragedy far 
beyond any temporary disloca- 
tions caused by increased foreign | 
trade. | 

We have had one shock in 
missiles. 

We will have another, even 
more severe and damaging, if we 
allow the Russians to take over 
world trade. Their production is 
increasing. They will ruthlessly 
keep consumer goods away from 
their own people and put them 
on the market. They already are 
doing this. Their greatest success 
has been in economic penetra- 
tion. All Europe and Asia, in- 
cluding Japan, will of necessity 
turn to their goods if they cannot 
trade with us. 

This was why the President 
said that Russian economic im- 
perialism could defeat us, no mat- 
ter what our weapons, if we did 
not meet it. | 

It will be interesting to see if 
greed will triumph over the na-

Griffin Says He Intends To Enter 
Shipping Business in Bainbridge 


Gov. Marvin Griffin said Wed- 
nesday that when his term ex- 
pires he will go into the “shipping 
business” and utilize state dock 
facilities at his hometown, Bain- 
bridge. 

He made the comment in his 
office during a meeting with the 
Georgia Ports Authority. He said 
his plans were based on_ his 
‘faith’ in the Bainbridge port. 

The Bainbridge port has been 
developed during Griffin’s admin- 
istration. He and his brother, R. 
A. (Cheney) Griffin, state-paid 
governor’s aide and mayor of 
Bainbridge, supported legislation 
to build the state docks at Bain- 
bridge. 

The 1956 Legislature authorized 
Griffin to spend $250,000 on state 


docks at Bainbridge. He spent it. 
The 1957 Legislature authorized 
an additional $300,000, contingent 
on availability of funds. Of this 
amount, Griffin allocated $205,287 
from state surplus to the Ports 
Authority for the Bainbridge port 
in April. 

Robert M. Holder of Atlanta, 
authority member, brought up the 
subject .of the Bainbridge port 
just as the authority was com- 
pleting a meeting with the State 
Property Acquisition Committee. 

Holder said some people ap- 


parently felt there had to be 


something “inherently evil’ in 
the Bainbridge port development 
because it was done in Griffin’s 
administration and it was the gov- 
ernor’s home town. 

Holder said the port was mak- 


ing great progress, 
than anticipated. 

It opened last September and 
Holder said that during the first 
three months it handled more 
than three times as much cargo 
as anticipated.

These charts, called ‘‘quadran- 
gles,’ will be made available to 
the public and they will also be 
used by defense agencies, fores- 
try interests, industrial develop- 
ment programs, agricultural 
agencies and others.

Field work is under way in the 
Dawsonville to Hartwell section.

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Money Spent To Save 
Lives Is Well-Invested 


Legislation to establish a driver edu- 
cation program and to increase the 
strength of the State Patrol would result 
in the wisest investment the General As- 
sembly could authorize. 

Education and enforcement are the 
principal! ingredients that must be blended 
into a workable program to produce fur- 
ther reductions in the highway toll. And 
as Gov. Griffin said in his address to the 
Legislature, Georgia needs a method of 
uniform enforcement. 

Compulsory driver training must be 
made a prerequisite to obtaining a li- 
cense. 

The legislative committee’s requested 
70 additional troopers to patrol the high- 
ways and the 35 to be employed in con- 
nection with some phases of the driver 
education program must be regarded as 
the absolute minimum necessary to do the 
job. Any effort on the part of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to trim the number would 
be nothing short of an invitation for 
wagedy.

Cutbacks in State Aid 
Will Bring Loud Cries 


Most state governments have not be- 
come fully aware of it yet but President 
Eisenhower's budget recommendations call 
for considerable retrenchment in many 
fields of health, education and welfare. 
Most of the retrenchment comes in fields 
in which programs are jointly financed 
by the federal government and the states. 

The economy. moves, which already 
are bringing about strong repercussions in 
Congress even among Republicans, affect 
vocational education, public assistance, 
farm price supports, rural electrification 
loans, slum clearance, hospital construc- 
tion and pollution. 

Specifie details on most of the recom- 
mendations will be revealed later but one 
that is sure to bring loud cries of anguish 
is a proposal to cut back to a 50-50 match- 
ing of federal funds on assistance to the 


needy aged, dependent children, the 
blind and the totally disabled. The fed- 
eral government now carries about 70 


per cent of this costly item in 10 states 
and more than half in 34 states. 

This and the fact that no new public 
works or reclamation projects are in- 
cluded in the recommendations will come 
home as a shocker shortly to Congress 
and the people. States who have com- 
plained about so much federal interfer- 
ence in their affairs either must make up 
the difference in some programs or cur- 
tail them. 

In any event, the President is making 
good on his challenge to return respon- 
sibility to the states. Unfortunately, there 
will be no reduction in federal taxes, the 
proposed savings going to security pro- 
grams. It’s either that or more unbalanced 
budgets and deficit spending. That’s the 
price of the cold-war struggle.

Let Traffic Court Try 
Young-Driver Cases 


Concerning the current discussion in 
Atlanta over who has jurisdiction in 
traffic violations involving juveniles, 
certain facts stand out through the haze 
of technicalities. 

It was the intent of the 1957 Gen- 
eral Assembly that the traffie court 
should deal with juvenile offenders. That, 
too, was the intent of the presentment 
returned by the November-December 
Fulton grand jury. 

Technical obstacles to the attainment 
of the objective should be removed as 
quickly as possible. 

The juvenile who has been denied the 
driving privilege because he has broken 
traffic laws should not have his offenses 
cloaked in secrecy. The neighbors are 
entitled to know it if junior, who lives 
down the street, has lost his driver's li- 
cense. 

The run-of-the-road driver’s viola- 
tion must be distinguished from the 
criminal offense which carries a stigma. 

But the young traffic offender must 
be brought to court lest his recklessness 
develop into disregard of law and finally 
into felony.

Hawes Cites Weakness 


Of State’s Upper House 


Senate Floor Leader Peyton Hawes 
is one of the busiest men in the Legis- 
lature. He is also one of the most useful 
in the current General Assembly, having 
accomplished some bo Pea Es good 
spadework in the fields of mental health, 
traffic safety and legislative responsibil- 
ity during his present term. 

But Sen. Hawes, like all other mem- 
bers of the upper house except two, is 
a lame duck. He cannot succeed himself 
because of the rotation system of select- 
ing state senators which will eliminate 
him. He perhaps could return as a county 
representative in the House but the con- 
tinuity of his committee work in the 
Senate would be lost. 

The Elberton senator declared Tues- 
day that the Senate rotation system 
weakens the Legislature. He is absolutely 
right. While its individual members are 
held in highest regard, inability to suc- 
ceed themselves robs them of. incentive 
and the state of continuity of leadership 
in that body. 

This. situation could be remedied: by 
an amendment permitting districtwide 
elections, even if it had to be on a county 
unit basis. 

Faced with mounting legislative prob- 
lems which require continuity of pur- 
pose, the Assembly should take this op- 
portunity to strengthen itself. As Sen. 
Hawes says, there is no reason the Senate 
should be a special body. And as he says 
further, “The rotation system weakens 
the Senate.”

Legislature Should Pass 
Auto Title Registration Act 


Anvone familiar with an auto title regis 


tration law is at a loss to 


understand how any state can get along without one. For this reason 
newcomers to Georgia are often amazed to discover that no such 


provision is required here. 

Cobb Rep. Eugene Holcombe 
has indicated that he and Rep. 
Barry Wright of Floyd County 
will introduce a title registration 
act in the Legislature. Although 
they face tough opposition, never- 
theless they are optimistic over 
the outcome. 

Some misinformed persons un- 
fortunately regard title registra- 
tion as just another ball of red 
tape. They are sadly mistaken. 
It is a form of insurance that of- 
fers protection to both the buyer 
and seller of a vehicle. 

Under present Georgia law all 
that is needed in the sale of a 
vehicle is a tag license receipt. 
This inadequate method often 
makes it difficult to verify car 
ownership and legality of sales. 
It also encourages fraud in ob- 
taining mortgages. 

The auto title registration law 
provides for a title certificate 


. 


which remains permanently with 
the vehicle. A duplicate of the 
title is filed and all transactions 
during the auto’s life: recorded. 
This facilitates easy confirmation 
of ownership and makes it diffi- 
cult to dispose of stolen vehicles. 

Need for more stringent meas- 
ures to curb the illegal transfer 
of vehicles in Georgia is obvious. 
Law enforcement authorities say 
that the state is regarded as an 
ideal place to dump stolen cars.

cures for that, too. Let me list some cures for soul sickness. One is 
humility. Study Jesus’ dealings with spiritually sick people and you 
will see that never could He do anything with a proud man. 


On one occasion a young man 
came to Jesus asking, ‘‘What shall 
I do that I may inherit eternal 
life?”’ I don’t think he was asking 
how he might get to heaven.

Detense Bud get Is 


Clearly I nadequate 


NEW YORK—The defense budget ‘submitted 
to Congress represents a compromise budget. It 
is a compromise between a continued desire for 


a budget as close to balance as possible and the satellite-induced need 
for more military expenditures. It is a compromise between the need 


for strong operating forces ready 


to fight tomorrow and the need 


for increased amounts for future weapons. 


It is a compromise between 
numbers of men and ships and 
planes and the increased mobility 
and firepower of recently devel 
oped weapons. And it is a com- 
promise between varying views 
of Soviet strength—the opinion 
that the Russians are “14 feet 
tall’”’ and ihe opinion that they 
are strong, but human, and that 
we will have an edge over them. 

It is a budget that Is _ tre- 
mendously expensive but in some 
areas of military strength not 
adequate. 

The total new obligational au- 
thority proposed for the Pentagon 
is $39,100,000,000 for the 1959 
fiscal year that begins July 1. 
For all security gxpenditures, in- 
cluding the Atotlile Energy Com- 
mission and the military aspects 
of foreign aid, the figure is $44.- 
298,000,000. This latter figure rep- 
resents abcut 10 per cent of the 
estimated Gross National Prod- 
uct for 1958. 

Professor Klaus Knorr, in a re- 
cent study for the Princeton Uni- 
versity Center of International 
Studies, concludes that defense 
spending at the rate of between 
9 and 12 per cent of the Gross Na- 
tional Product is ‘‘pretty safe” 
from an economic point of view. 
The Rockefeller Brothers Fund 
Report rightly concludes that we 
“can afford what has to be done 
.. . for security; indeed... we 
cannot afford less.”

The areas of weakness in the 
budget are several. Manpower of 
all the services continues to de- 
Cline. Ships and planes in operat- 
ing forces decrease. It is ques- 
tionable whether the new weap- 


ons compensate for the continued 
decline in numbers. 


There is a continuing decrease 
in U.S. capability for limited and 
especially non-nuclear war. 


The budget apparently carries 
almost one billion dollars for pro- 
duction of the new Convair B58, 
believed to be the world’s first 
supersonic bomber. 

The funds will not be nearly 
enough to procure piloted bomber 
replacements for either. the B47 
or the B52. 

Yet there are no funds carried 
in the bucget for continuation of 
the existing production line of the 
Strategic Air Command’s ‘‘work- 
horse’ — the long-range Boeing 
B52. This is a calculated risk, but 
it is too big a risk. 

There are no funds for speeding 
up the Titan program — not 
enough for the Atlas; overtime 
limitations are still in force at 
the proving ground at Cape Ca- 
naveral and elsewhere.

Little Bits 
Of Irony 


The day the governor made his “State of the State’”’ speech 
the House was jammed with people who wanted to hear it, includ- 
ing, of course, a great many state employes dropping in from 
neighboring offices. 

Listening with half an ear, and one eye on the printed text 
(to be sure of catching the point where he departed from it, as 
we had been warned he intended to do), the people at the press 
table had time to observe many little ironies. 


The First Lady, becomingly turned out in a blue suit with 
matching hat and a misty gray mink stole with a corsage of 
camellias on her shoulder, smiled and chatted with Lt. Gov. Ernest 
Vandiver in the most graceful fashion. An out-of-state visitor 
would never suspect from watching them that the lieutenant goy- 
ernor and her husband were at dagger’s point politically. 


Five television cameras were trained on the governor as he 
spoke, perspiring heavily under the bright lights. For one hour he 
spoke of his administration’s accomplishments, sticking to the 
printed text but making his points with eloquence and emphatic 
gestures. Thé cameras turned, the little spools of tape rolled 
busily. And then just as he reached the controversial parts of his 
speech—the $50 million rural roads program—television time 
began to run out. When he departed entirely from his text and 
took out after segregation ‘‘moderates” with heavy oratorical artil- 
lery, the boys back of the TV cameras roused from their chairs 
and began to pack up their equipment in an offhand, casual fashion, 


But the nicest touch of irony of all, as far as I could see, was 
supplied by a visitor from Pakistan. A stocky, swarthy gentleman 
named Muntaz Ali Khan, Pakistan’s delegate to the United Nations, 
happened te be in Atlanta for the Moral Rearmament meeting 
which was held recently in the municipal auditorium. 


He dropped by the capitol for a visit and remained to hear 
Governor Griffin’s speech. It was difficult to read anything from 
the expression on his face while the governor was speaking, but 
I talked to him later. 

He was garrulous about America. He thinks Americans are 
“God's chosen people.’’ Conditioned by movies to expect Americans 
to be a cross between pistol-packing cowboys and cigar-smoking 
tycoons—with maybe a touch of the old-fashioned Chicago gangster 
—he was astonished by the simple friendliness he encountered here. 

“I think Americans will save the world,”’ he said warmly. 

“What did you think of our governor’s speech?’’ I asked him. 


“A wonderful speech!” he said in his smooth British accent, 
“So nice to hear of all the improvements. Funds are difficult, but 
you have them. And 53 per cent increment for education .. . 
that’s wonderful!”’ 


“Would you care te comment on his remarks about segrega- 
tion?’’ I asked. 

The visitor from Pakistan smiled blandly. ‘‘Actually,”’ he said, 
softly, ‘‘the acoustics in your assembly hall are not too good. 
I did not hear that part of the speech.” .

NEW YORK, Jan. 15 W — 
We American women look like 
dolls, wear “gardens” on our 
heads and ride in ‘‘driving pal- 
aces.””

At the same time he is estimating no 
change in the level of business profits, but 
some gain in personal incomes—the two major 
sources of federal tax revenues. 


Business profits are placed at $42 billion, 
which is the same as for the current year, but 
this may prove optimistic in view of the pinch 
on profits from the wage-price inflation. 

This pinch is more likely to increase than 
lessen. A tip-off is the plan of the United Auto 
Workers—one of the bellwether unions—to go out 
not only for a general wage increase but also a share in profits. 
Either or both will reduce taxable income. 

Personal incomes are estimated at $352 billion, an increase 
of $9 billion. This, too, may prove overly optimistic, for while em- 
ployment will continue high, there will be less overtime and, in 
some sections and some industries, increased unemployment. 

Tax will remain the same. Even under pressure, Con- 
gress is unlikely to make any increase in this an election year. 

The President is estimating a surplus of $400 million, but in 
doing so he is figuring on the increased take from individuals 
and a $700 million increase in postal rates, which may or may not 
be voted.

It is difficult to see how there can be any such surplus, 
since this year’s budget will wind up $400 million in the red with 
$1 billion 100 million less spending. 


This is a spending budget, and there is very little, if any, 
real economy in other parts of the giant federal bureaucracy. He 
is hoping for smaller farm subsidies, but more money is going to 
be spent on housing, education and research 

There are substantial savings that can be made in the non- 
defense budget, as well as in the military. This can be done by 
carrying out some of the recommendations of the Hoover Com- 
missions for more efficient government. At least $5 billion can be 
saved without eliminating a single essential service 

The optimism as to a business upturn later this year, accord- 
ing to the budget bureau, is based on consultations with the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Advisers.
